-labor resolved- thflt after Mny- 
1, 1886, workers should refuse 
to worit more than eight hours 
per day. This a c ti o n started the' 
"May Day" labor tradition but 
did little else. 

The fight for the eight4iour 
day was carried through the 
decades Jiut It wasn't until the 
World War I period thai the 
eight-hour .day became stan- 
.U.S.. xailroada^d in 
mines and factories. 

Steward, meanwhile, ran into 
tod luck. In 1878, while the 
crusade was at its height, his 
wife died. He was "completely 
unnerved."
